Tobacco Plant Bed 
Demonstrations Set 
At Mize, Lacy Crk. 


FRED IS COMING HOME— 


Two tobacco plant-bed demon¬ 
strations were established at Mize 
and Lacy Creek recently by 
County Agent Charlie Dixon, as¬ 
sisted by Bill Dearing, Danville, 
representative of the American 
Cyanamid Company. The beds 
were prepared on the farms of 
Mrs. Carl Jackson, Mize, and 
Victor Conley, Florress. 

Both farmers treated the same 
beds with cyanamid in the fail 
of 1952 and had good beds this 
year. The beds were sowed in 
soybeans in June. An excellent 
growth of soybeans was turned 
under on each bed this week. The 
soybeans will leave the soil in 
loose condition and help prevent 
baking. Their roots will also rot 
quickly, leaving nothing on which 
wildfire germs can live. 

After disking well, 75 pounds 
of cyanamid was broadcast on 
each 100 feet of bed nine feet 
wide. This was disked into the 
soil well. Another 75 pounds of 
cyanamid was broadcast on the 
bed. In addition 50 pounds of 20 
percent superphosphate was add¬ 
ed. Two pounds of one percent 
parathion dust was applied to 
help control grub worms. Afto: 
this, the bed was raked light'v 
with a garden rake. 

The bed was wet with 300 gal¬ 
lons of water. Com fodder was 
used for a light mulch on the 
bed. A check plot of ten feet was 
left untreated for comparison. 

The beds were ditched well to 
prevent surface water from run¬ 
ning over them and carrying in 
wildfire germs. 

Mr. Dixon says that this meth¬ 
od of treating a bed will result 
in beds relatively free of weeds 
and soil insects. In the spring, 
the mulch is raked off, the ground 
raked lightly and seeded. He 
added that one man can mak° 
a bed this way in half a day at 
a cost of about $8 for materials. 
He urged that farmers who plan 
to treat beds this way do so at 
once and be sure to use plenty of 
water.

The Blue Devils lost 8-0 in a 
quagmire of mud at Catlettsburg 
last week. A crowd of over 4,000 
was on hand to see the fray and 
dedicate Catlettsburg’s new field. 
The pre-season game will not 
count in NEKC ratings since the 
two teams will play again Oct. 
30 in West Liberty. 

Friday’s game here with Lou¬ 
isa will be the first of five home 
games Stanley has scheduled this 
season. Louisa is always a for¬ 
midable foe and a big crowd is 
expected out for the opener. The 
game dime is 7:30. 

Inexperience of the Morgan 
[ line and Catlettsburg’s strong de¬ 
fense proved deciding factors in 
the rivalry-heated West Liberty- 
j Catlettsburg game. 

The usually powerful Morgan 
offense was stopped cold by 
Coach Ch.iley Snyder’s Wildcats. 
Morgan's backfield, headed by 
all-conference Dale Dehart was 
able to gain only 40 yards in 
rushing and had a loss of 2 yards 
i in passing. 

The two teams played scoreless 
, bail to the middle of the second 
quarter. Although the Wildcats 
drove inside the Morgan 20-yard 
line twice in the opening quarter, 
they were repelled each time by 
a determind Morgan team. 

The first real break came in 
the latter part of the second quar¬ 
ter. It was fourth down for Mor¬ 
gan on their own 10 yard line and 
Stacy went back to punt. Adams ! 
got off a low wobbly pass from I 
center which resulted in a fum- j 
ble. Stacy, after recovering the i 
ball, had no time to punt and was 
forced to run. He was hit and 
felled behind the goal line for a 
safety. Thus the Catlettsburg got 
a 2-0 lead. 

Although the Wildcats continu¬ 
ed to roll up a decisive margin 
in statistics, it was not until the 
fourth quarter that they scored 
again. This on a 3 yard off tackle 
play by Sloan. The extra point 
was nullified by a fumble.

Both President Eisenhower and 
former President Truman came to 
Washington for the capital fu- 
peral rites Thursday—the Presi¬ 
dent flying from the summer 
White House in Denver, Colo., 
and Mr. and Mrs. Truman from 
their home in Independence, Mo. 
The Chief Justice was a close 
friend of both. Truman appoint¬ 
ed him Chief Justice in 1946. 

The President proclaimed a 30- 
day period cf mourning and or¬ 
dered flags flown at half mast on 
all Federal buildings in the na¬ 
tion and abroad. 

In addition to the President, a 
long list of notables expressed 
shock and sorrow at the untimely 
passing of a man who was hailed 
as a “great American.” 

The two contrasting funeral 
sites—Washington and Louisa— 
symbolize the career of the 
friendly Kentuckian who served 
seven years as Chief Justice of 
the United States and who prob¬ 
ably could have been the presi¬ 
dential nominee of the Demo¬ 
cratic party last fall had he been 
willing to be a candidate. 

Because of his genuine interest 
in people, Vinson retained a 
strong interest in what his neigh¬ 
bors back in Ashland and Louisa 
were doing. It was that quality 
that brought forth such genuine 
expressions of sorrow from every 
political camp when it was heard 
that the Chief Justice had died 

At 63, Vinson could have ex¬ 
pected at least seven more years 
on the Supreme Court. He had 
been in good health. His wife, 
the former Roberta Dixon of 
Louisa, and their son Fred Jr., 
said he was feeling good when 
he went to bed. 

He aroused them at 1:30 a.m. 
in their apartment in the Shera¬ 
ton Park Hotel. At 2:15 a.m. he 
was dead, shortly after Mrs. Vin¬ 
son had summoned her physician 
Dr. Henry Ecker. 

In addition to Fred. Jr., Wash¬ 
ington lawyer, the Vinsons have 
another son, Robert, who is in | 
the Army and who is the father ■ 
of their only grandchild. 

It was typical of Fred Vinson 
that he should be on as friendly 
a basis with his bridge-playing 
comrade, Dwight Eisenhower, as 
he was with the former Demo¬ 
cratic President, Harry Truman. 

Vinson’s unexpected death end¬ 
ed a career of nearly 40 years in 
public office. 30 of which were 
spent in Washington. He had 
been a Commonwealth's attorney 
in Louisa, a member of Congress, j 
a judge on an intermediate Fed- : 
eral Court bench, an administra- j 
tor of wartime executive agencies, 
a member of the Cabinet, and, 
lastly, Chief Justice of the United 
States. 

Two years ago Truman was 
pressing him to be a candidate 1 
for the Democratic presidential i 
nomination. Had he consented, j 
there seems little doubt that Tru-

At Ashland 
the car bearing Vinson’s body and 
a second special car carrying As¬ 
sociate Justices of the Supreme 
Court and other Washington dig¬ 
nitaries and possibly other cars 
carrying Ashland friends of the 
jurist, will be picked up by a 
special Big Sandy division train 
and brought to Louisa, arriving 
at 7 a.m. 

The body will be removed im¬ 
mediately to the Curtright Fu¬ 
neral Home on Franklin street 
where it will lie in state from 
8:30 a.m. until 1:30 p.m. Eastern 
Time. 

Funeral rites for the Chief 
Justice will be conducted in the 
Louisa Methodist church at 2 
p.m. with the pastor. Rev. Chas. 
Perry officiating. Burial will be 
made in Pine Hill cemetery over¬ 
looking Louisa in the family plot 
where his parents and a brother 
are buried. 

Active pallbearers will be Vin¬ 
son kinsmen and Louisa long¬ 
time friends of the jurist. The 
Associate Justices, the office staff 
of the Supreme Court, Kentucky 
Governor Wetherby, Senators 
Clements and Cooper and Chief 
Justice Cammack of the Ken¬ 
tucky Court of Appeals, Federal 
Judges Ford and Swiuford and 
U. S. Attorneys Claude Stephens 
and Kit Carson Elswick will be 
among the honorary pallbearers. 

Mrs. Vinson and her two sons, 
Fred Jr. and Jim Bob. flew to 
the Ashland home of her brother, 
Fred Dixon, Thursday evening 
shortly after capital funeral rites 
were conducted Thursday after¬ 
noon in the Washington Episcopal 
Cathedral by the Right Rev. 
Angus Dun, bishop of Washing¬ 
ton. 

The party flying to Ashland in¬ 
cluded Joseph Davies former 
U. S. Ambassador to Russia and 
a close friend of the Chief Jus¬ 
tice. 

Mrs. Vinson and the two sons 
will arrive in Louisa with other 
members of the Vinson family 
from nearby cities Friday morn¬ 
ing to attend the last rites. Like 
her distinguished husband, Mrs. 
Vinson was bom and reared in 
Louisa. She is the former Roberta 
Dixon, daughter of the late Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert P. Dixon. Her 
father was a political leader for 
many years and a wholesale gro¬ 
cer. 

Louisa, the county seat town of 
2,400 at the forks of Sandv. will 
honor its most distinguished son 
with flags flown at half mast at 
the city building, court house and 
post office, and all businesses 
will close for the funeral rites. 
The town’s business association, 
which erected a granite monolith 
with bronze plaque in Vinson’s 
honor two years ago, arranged to 
place a fresh wreath daily on it 
from Tuesday until after the fu¬ 
neral. The monolith stands on 
the public square between the 
church where the rites are to be 
held and the former county jail 
where Vinson was born in 1890 
when his father, James Vinson 
was Lawrence county jailer. 

Vinson’s friends and relatives 
are legion along this Kentucky- 
West Virginia border area, and 
there are old-timers among them 
who remember "Cousin Fred” as

State Highway engineer, reports 
that work was started on the 
Elam’s Store-Magoffin County 
Line road to Wheelersburg and 
the Dingus-Relief road Tuesday. 

The Elam Store-Wheelersburg 
road begins at Matthew at the 
end of improved section on Ky. 
Route 364 extending up Rock- 
house creek 3.118 miles in Mor¬ 
gan county and 1.048 mile in 
Magoffin county, ending about 
0.50 mile east beyond Logville, 
making a total of 4.166 miles. 
This is a Federal road project. 
Contractor is M. T. Codell Con¬ 
struction Co. of Winchester, with 
contract estimate $138,980.66. The 
work on this project is expected 
to continue throughout the winter 
months and be completed in 1954. 

The Dingus-Relief road begins 
at the junction of Ky. 437 near 
Dingus post office and extends 
up Burks Fork a distance of 4.170 
miles, ending on improved road 
on Smiths Creek, southeast of 
Mima post office. 

This is a State project SP 88- 
258-2. and contract was awarded 
tc the Licking River Limestone 
Co. of West Liberty in the amount 
of $79,945.05. Completion on this 
road is expected to be July 1954. 

Construction on the Salem and 
Stacy Fork road and Little Black- 
water road will be completed this 
fall and traffic bound limestone 
will be placed before winter. 


Two fourth class post offices in 
Elliott and one in Morgan were 
discontinued by the Postoffice 
Department July 31, and news 
dispatches from Washington this 
week say "Kentucky, with more 
fourth class offices than any 
state, is ripe for the Postofficc 
Department’s plan to eliminate as 
many deficit offices as possible."

are operating in 
the red and postal officials are 
proceeding to close many ol them 
in order to reduce the depart¬ 
ment’s annual deficit. 

“Fourth class offices are those 
which have receipts of less than 
$1,500 annually. If receipts are 
just below that amount, the post¬ 
master’s salary is $2,611.20. If 
they are below $100 annually, the 
postmaster gets $326.40. 

“Despite the fact that all the 
fourth class postoffices are losing 
money, the department generally 
gets plenty of protests when it 
tries to close one of them. 

“One of the chief reasons for 
the protest is that small com¬ 
munities do not want to lose their 
identity. Closing of a postoffice 
means elimination of the post¬ 
mark. 

“When a fourth class postoffice 
is closed, the service is taken over 
by a rural carrier. Kentucky had 
801 rural routes last July 1, and 
it is possible the number may in¬ 
crease if further cuts are made in 
fourth class offices.”

THE WELLS OF LIFE 

There is a very beautiful story that is written 
about the Master as he sat at Jacob's well. There 
is much more in that than you and I perhaps 
will ever be able to fathom because in that story 
it is told how while He was yet tired, weary, and 
hungry He sat down to rest. While He was 
sitting there a woman came 
. to draw water from that

knew that, but she made 
one reference there that I would like to call to 
your mind and that was that the well was deep. 
But He said, “If you would ask of me I would 
give you some water and it would be in you a 
well of water springing up to everlasting life, 
because those who drink from this well shall 
thirst again but those who drink from the water 
that I shall give shall never thirst.” The thing 
that is interesting in that is the picture itself. 
Here is the Master concerned about somebody 
who was drawing water, the water that is for 
the physical need of the human body and yet 
He goes deeper than that and proclaims the open 
well to the spiritual resources of an eternal God 
You know we draw from wells of life daily. 
We must do it or else we thirst. The sad thing 
is that too many of us draw only from wells 
that are pretty superficial. And you and I have 
never been able to get anything very lasting or 
of great value from superficiality. If you will 
not about your friends too often you will find 
that their conversation runs in a very shallow 
vein, that after you have lived through it or 
even you have sat through it and you go to your 
place of business or back home orto rest when 
you begin to evaluate the hour or the evening 
and find something that was of much value in 
that hour of conversation you will find that the 
well from which they drew the things that they 
spoke was rather shallow. That is too true in 
community life. That is one of the reasons today 
we have so few who have leadership, who have 
really gone into life deep enough to have come 
forth with resources and discoveries and de¬ 
velopments in their own beings that made them 
a force in the community, capable of doing for 
the community the things that they need. 

You know it is not easy to draw from wells 
that are deep because it takes effort. I remember 
when I was a lad there was a shallow well down 
below my father’s old home. It was interesting 
to me as a boy. I used to look over the drum 
down into that and see my face reflecting in th? 
water. The water was sparkling too, but I do 
remember that on one occasion, and perhaps 
more than one, I got a well rope and tied a 
bucket to it and dropped it down The water 
was not many feet from the surface of the ground 
and I stirred up that water and it was not long 
until many many obnoxious things had come to 
the top. It looked good on the surface but it 
was not what people wanted. It was not good 
for anything. So many things in the surface 
wells of human life and thinking have retained 
only those things that come out in the time of 
disturbance; you know the things of which 1 
apeak, such as just words, plenty of words, some 
of them loud and boisterous, others very very 
ugly, which are given only to make you feel 
that perhaps they have something because down 
in themselves they feel inferior. 

So, you find many people who go along and 
draw from life from the shallow things and 
never know the deep things that abide in the 
depths of the mind. I have be*?n one that has 
felt through these years a thing that was not 
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very popular at all that in our school system 
we have tried to make it so easy that no one 
would to do much digging to get the studies that 
were put for them to unravel. The reasons for 
that were that we did not want them to work 
hard and they would not work hard. I do not 
believe the mind is developed in any boy or 
girl that is not willing to do some things that are 
dififcult. Mathematics is a thing that you just 
cannot find by superficiality. More and more 
perhaps we are coming to understand that super¬ 
ficial thinking is dangerous to the point that it 
leaves the mass of humanity unprotected and 
certainly is never going to lay hold of the re¬ 
sources that make man capable of expressing 
his best self. When Jesus spoke to this woman 
He said, “I could give you water and if I were 
to give it to you it would be a well of water 
springing up to everlasting life.” It would not 
be stagnant well, but a well that in itself is over¬ 
flowing. There is too much stagnation today in 
life and society and many other things. When 
business begins to stagnate it begins because it 
does not overflow. The truth of life is that you 
and I live out of the overflow of life. We live 
from the overflowing of t.he rain clouds, the 
overflowing of the things that make the flowers 
and the foliage and the fruit. If there had never 
been enough behind these things to run the cup 
over you and I could never have had these things 
for our own use. So, nature is living because 
she overflows, a springing well from unseen 
realms that keeps on pushing through these 
things the best that it has, and mortal man 
knowing not all the mysteries of it receives it 
and lives by it. I say this for your ownthink¬ 
ing_ w hen you come into the presence of people 

who speak to you out of their minds and hearts 
and when they tell you the things that they 
have, have you not been refreshed by some of 
them? Just their presence and their conversa¬ 
tion is so refreshing and so vitalizing to your 
own nature that time really is lost because of 
it; you forget the time. That is because you are 
in the presence of someone whose spirit and 
whose mind is overflowing and you are the re¬ 
cipient of that kind of thing. Now in our religious 
life there is a great deal of stagnation. It is 
pitiful how many people make a good deal of 
profession of their religious life, but as to being 
active, running over with an eager, intense in¬ 
terest in the things that concern God and man, 
in sacrificing to build something that has fallen 
down or to cheer someone who is faint or to heal 
somebody who is ill or clear up and clean out 
corruption in the home or in the community or 
city there are not many. 

When you turn backward and look back over 
history you will find this—that the leaders in 
every age and generation have been the kind 
who have tapped deep wells and drawn from 
those wells, and in their own life they have in¬ 
spired an overflowing attitude of spirit and of 
conquest. The world has marched forward on 
the shoulders of this few. History records what 
happened in the wake of these men and women, 
the handful who tasted of the good word of God 
and the powers of the world to come. We can 
understand, if we were willing to do it, why the 
Master said, “If you will drink from this well 
you will get thirsty again because it is not satis¬ 
fying, but if you will tap the resources that I 
can give you you will find the everlasting spring, 
the kind that never runs dry.” In these days 
when we have so many many avenues through 
which we can find and discover that if anybody 
is mentally and spiritually lazy they ought to be 
condemned more than any age man has ever 
known. How many of our grandfathers and 
grandmothers had the opportunity that we have 
today? How many of them had the opportunity 
of getting up in the morning and stepping on 
the bus and riding to the front door of the school 
and seeing to it that they were returned on the 
same bus? How many of them were offered 
scholarships, places to work and to get them 
through college in spite of everything, if they 
were only willing to do it? But we stand today 
with open doors, open churches, and open hearts 
beckoning mankind to draw from the deeper 
wells of life, but I am afraid that there are still 
so few that really find it. The Master made a 
statement and I repeat it again for you, “Broad 
is the gate and broad is the way that leadeth to 
death and many there be that find it, but narrow 
is the gite and narrow is the way that leadeth 
to life and few there be that go in thereat.” He 
is just saying the same thing here, that those 
of us who are not willing to tap the resources of 
God in the deeper depths of spirituality and of 
mental capacities of understanding are going to 
live on the surface, wither under the heating sun, 
and die with little knowledge of life. 

What kind of conversation, what are you 
gathering today for your children’s future, what 
can you answer the questions of those that you 
love? You cannot do it by drawing from the 
shallow wells and from superficial living.

Cover crops will be much more 
effective and can be turned ear¬ 
lier if sowed before Sept. 15. 
Wherever the cover crop is to 
be turned, vetch should be used. 
If the cover crop is to be grazed, 
balbo rye should be used. Ital¬ 
ian rye grass is very helpful on 
land that washes. 

The next four weeks are ideal 
to seed most grasses for hay or 
pasture if a good seed bed is 
prepared. T. H. Vest of Bonny 
had the soil tested from a field 
last week to see how much lime 
and fertilizer to add for alfalfa. 
This is an excellent way to be 
sure of adding the necessary lime 
and fertilizer without undue ex¬ 
pense. 

The best varieties of alfalfa are 
Atlantic, Buffalo and Ranger in 
that order. Be sure to inoculate 
the seed. Sow about 10 to 12 
pounds of seed with six pounds 
of orchard grass, per acre.

a barefoot boy. His chief inter¬ 
est in those days, before he went 
away to Centre College and be¬ 
came a lawyer, was baseball. 

Hardest hit by word of Vinson’s 
death was his sister, 74-year-old 
Miss Lou Vinson. She became, 
in Vinson’s words, “my second 
mother” after the parents died in 
his youth; they remained close 
throughout his life. 

The chief justice’s career of 
public service kept him in Wash¬ 
ington for many years, but he 
always considered Louisa h i s 
home town, and Miss Lou’s was 
his own home on his frequent 
visits here. 

Miss Lou is the closest living 
kin of the Chief Justice. R. L. 
Vinson, retired Louisa banker, is 
a cousin. Vinson’s only brother, 
Robert W. Vinson, former Louisa 
postmaster, died in January. Mrs. 
Vinson’s parents, too, are dead. 

Mr. and Mrs. Vinson came to 
Louisa and Ashland annually, 
usually during August. This year 
they had postponed their annual 
trip in order to permit the Chief 
Justice to fill a speaking engage¬ 
ment at the American Bar Asso¬ 
ciation meeting in Boston. Be¬ 
cause of the Boston engagement, 
the Chief Justice, strong “family 
man,” had missed the annual 
Vinson reunion which was held 
Labor Day in Huntington. 


The funeral rites will be brief, 
as has been customary in the 
Vinson family. 

Mrs. Vinson requested that 
flowers be omitted, but that any 
contributions could be made to 
the Heart Fund. Accordingly, the 
business men here immediately 
started receiving contributions to 
give to the Heart Fund. 

A larger assemblage than at¬ 
tended the dedication of the Vin¬ 
son monolith here two years ago 
is expected for the funeral. The 
National Broadcasting Company 
and Columbia Broadcasting Sys¬ 
tem have arranged newscasts and 
various newspapers and news 
services have arranged to attend 
and report the home town rites 

The Associate Justices and oth¬ 
er Washington dignitaries will be 
entertained while here at the 
Georgian colonial home of R. L. 
Vinson, while former State Treas¬ 
urer E. E. Shannon will entertain 
State officials from Frankfort.
